The live and Internet sessions of this catalog present 
an eclectic offering that comprises private collections 
from Portugal, Spain, Colombia, Costa Rica and Haiti, as 
well as key dates and rare varieties. In addition there are 
treasures from Canada, along with some very rare higher 
denominations from Panama, including a 5 Balboas and a 
10 Balboas. 


Lot 30072 features a Dominion of Canada 1878 1 
Dollar DC-8c graded PMG Choice Fine 15. The Countess 
of Dufferin is seen on the face at center of this extremely 
rare scallop variety payable at St. Johns. PMG comments 
“Minor Restoration” though under close inspection we 
are not certain for what. This variety is scarce and seldom 
encountered compared to the Montreal or Toronto varieties. 


Lot 30108 offers a PMG Choice Very Fine 35 Banco 
Internacional de Costa Rica 1935 1 Colon P-166 note. 
PMG lists this note as the sole encapsulated note for the 
pick number on their population report, making it the 
finest known. It is in an attractive mid-grade and features 
appealing ink and detail. The front of the note displays an 
allegorical woman at center flanked by “1” counters at left 
and right surrounded by colorful guilloches. The reverse 
displays a vignette of Liberty, with intricate lathe work 
making up the dark gray back design. This scarce example 
is sure to excite collectors of Central American currency. 


Within the Haiti portion of the catalog, lots 30176 and 
30177 offer %4 & % Gourde from the Bernard Kock Ile a 
Vache series. These two outstanding Haitian rarities are 
presented to the numismatic community for the first time 
since 2014. The Ile 4 Vache issue is significant in American 
and Haitian history as it resulted from Bernard Kock’s idea 
to resettle freed American Negroes in Ile 4 Vache, Haiti, 
during the American Civil War.

The highlight among notes from Panama is lot 30269, 
an El Banco Central De Emision de la Republica De Panama 
1941 10 Balboas P-24a graded Very Fine 25 by PMG. This 
is certainly a treasure that is missing from most advanced 
collections, as 10 Balboa notes from this series rarely trade 
hands publicly. 


Other exceptional rarities from Honduras, Madagascar, 
Philippines, Portuguese India, Zambia, and many other 
countries can be found within the pages of this catalog. 
Such a collector-driven auction is sure to be welcomed by 
those who have had difficulty finding material during the 
global pandemic.

An offer was made to merge with the Bank of Nova 
Scotia, and the merger was finalized in 1919. Notes from this bank are quite scarce, and although the 1913 series is more available to 
collectors than other series notes from this bank, PMG’ss pop report lists just 13 notes graded of this Charlton number.

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Great Haitian Rarities of Historical Importance 


The Ile 4 Vache private note issue is tangible evidence of enormous significance in American and Haitian history. 
Bernard Kock’s vision was to resettle freed American Negroes in Ile 4 Vache, Haiti, at the apogee of the American 
Civil War. 


The project involved the pivotal participation of Abraham Lincoln himself. His Emancipation Proclamation, ending 
slavery, took effect on the exact date of issuance of the Ile 4 Vache notes, January 1, 1863. In the wake of the Proclama- 
tion, the [le 4 Vache settlement triggered a political and human drama that roiled Washington, DC, and Port-au-Prince. 


An exploration of these crucial matters, which resonate deeply to this day, and of the labyrinthine chronicle of Bernard 
Kock’s expansive plans for Ile 4 Vache, is accessible in copious research sources online and in print. 


The first known examples of Ile 4 Vache notes came to light in the Ponterio Sale No. 112 on April 28, 2001. Their de- 
nominations were two and five Gourdes, or Haitian Dollars, illustrated in black & white as Lots 1382 and 1383. Both 
were impaired by glue stains and mount damage, yet each sold for $3,100, twenty years ago. In addition to these a proof

twenty Gourde note appears in Neil Shafer’s “Money of the People” collection, on June 15, 2014. 


These three are the first documented Ile 4 Vache notes in any auction, reference work, or major collection of Haitian or 
world paper money. 


Two previously unknown fractional denominations of this issue surfaced from the 19th Century archives of The New 
York City Bar Association in 2014. These discovery notes of one-quarter and one-half Gourde are from that source. The 
key elements of all five denominations correlate in typography, text, printer, and composition, as well as in bearing the 
signature of Bernard Kock. 


These two outstanding Haitian rarities are presented here for the first time since 2014 to the numismatic community.

Once Arias was 
overthrown and ousted, the notes were withdrawn from circulation and were promptly collected and destroyed, leaving collectors with 
examples saved by those Panamanians whom did not redeem them or tucked them away for future posterity.

In 1941, Arias was ousted as President in a coup by the police, which would indirectly affect the 
rarity of this note being offered here today. Arias reformed the banking system as President, allowing official and private banks to issue 
currency, although the Banco Central Emision de la Republica de Panama was the only bank to do so. The notes were issued on October 
2, 1941 and Arias was ousted on October 9, 1941, and the bank was immediately closed under the new President Dr. Ricardo Adolfo de la 
Guardia Arango, which meant the 1941 series of currency was in circulation for less than a week. The notes were quickly removed from 
circulation and destroyed which is why so few are available to collectors today.
